DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment to application no. 10/576,098 filed on August 28, 
2009. 

Claims 1-26 are presented for examination. 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
22-26 that are directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, 
claims 22-26 have been cancelled.

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior arts 
of record do not disclose or suggest at least the limitation of "a process for the 
production of a film having at least one electrical component, wherein an adhesive layer 
comprising a radiation-cross-linkable adhesive is applied to a base film" as recited in 
claims 1 and 2.
